LEGISLATION 
AT COLUMBUS 


(By Stail' Correspondent.) 


Zanesville, March 31.—(2:30 P. M.)—Normal conditions are be- 


ing slowly restored here today. The water has fallen thirty feet. 
The water has receded from Putnam and the work of clearing1 away 
the traces of the disaster is proceeding1. The Eighth ward is still un- 
der water though it is now possible to reach this point in boats. A 
break in the levee is responsible for the continued high water in this 
part of the city. The B. & 0. announced a passenger train west from 
Dillion Falls this afternoon. 


The report of the finding of five bodies in Putnam is denied by 


the magistrate in charge there. The reported recovery of the body 
of Mrs. Northover is also denied. 


Two bodies, "floaters." were reported recovered at a point 40 


miles below Zanesville. It is not known whether they are Zanesville 
people or from some- other locality. 


Martial law prevails. The report circulated Sunday that sol- 


diers on duty in Putnam became intoxicated and engaged in a fight, 
is denied emphatically by citizens and officers. 


As far as has been determined, Mrs. Sloane is the only person 


•who lost her life. John Carr. his wife and two children who were 
believed to have been swept away, are still missing. Counting these 
as lost, it brings the death list to five.

Zanesville, March 31.—With the March lion roaring his farewell 


after bringing the greatest calamity the city has ever suffered. 
Zanesville people today are endeavoring to bring some sort of order 
out of the chaos which has existed since last Tuesday. For almost 
a week the citizens of the Pottery City have been stunned. Satur- 
day when the waters had receded sufficiently to allow some of the 
people to get to their homes, the cleaning up was begun. 


Strange to say. the work was delayed by the lack of water. 


The entire waterworks system of the city, paralyzed when the mains 
"broke and some of the power plants were flooded, is out of commission. 
It will be several days, perhaps a week before any water can be 
pumped into the mains. 


Then, too, tte work is delayed by the lack of brooms, mops and 


shovels. Brooms are almost useless until the shovel is used. Pra& 
tically every house and store that was flooded, is covered with a 
-coating of slime from one to three inches thick. 


1 Many of the people will not be worried with house cleaning 


They must first find their houss ard it is likely to be any place be 
tween the northern limits of Zanesville and the Ohio river. 


"That looks like my house overe there." said one man Sunday 


morning,'! as he searched the vicinity of Mclntire park for his home 
The house he pointed out was resting bottom up among the trees tr- 
ibe park. 
"Her. Bill!" yelled a man to his neighbor, "Come over here 


*md see if this is your cook stove in my front room.'' 


This in a small way illustrates the chaotic conditions prevailing 


throughout the flooded district. 


With the lack of water, the thought of fire brines terror to the 


heVrts of the people. A small grass fire in the rear of 919 Maple ave- 
nue brought a groan of horror from the breasts of the stricken peo 
Die. The terror did not prevent them from takine promot action 
however. In less time that it takes to write it, fifty, maybe a hun 
dred, men attacked the flames, desperately and with shovels, board- 
and evetf jrarments from their backs, they beat the flames into sub 
mission before they had time to spread to anv of the buildings in thf 
neighborhood.

Messrs. S:iinson and Miilisor to show 
a possible arrangement of the public 
playgrounds to be equipped 
for 
the 


children of Newark. Since this dia- 
gram was made and sent 'to be photo- 
graphed Mr. J. A. Flory has extended 
the southern boundary of the field to 
the creek. This addition will 
srive 


room for much ruore play apparatus 
for the small children, than is shown 
oa the diagram. 


This field is to be used as both an 


athletic park and public play ground. 
if properly equipped ?.t can be made 
into one of the finest fields of its kind 
in the state of Ohio. The field is to 
be leveled and enclosed with a high 
board fence. Trees are to be planted 
oc th.- "o-ir sides of the field. The di- 


airram shows a one-fourth mile race 
track, two base ball diamonds, a foe* 
bail gridiron, six tennis courts, two 
basket ball courts, a croquet ground, 
and play apparatus for the children, 
such as swings, teeter-totter boards, 
horizontal bars, ladders, giant strides, 
etc. The diagram also gives the lo- 
cation of the grand stand, club house, 
toilet rooms, drive ways and drinking 
fountains. 
The grand stand is well 


located for all base-ball games, foot- 
ball games and all track events. The 
club house will contain, a ticket of- 
fice, two dressing 
rooms, 
shower 


baths, and storage room. 


The following are some of the sights 


that will be witnessed upon this field 
after its completion. Hundreds and 
perhaps thousands of Newark 
chil- 


dren will be seen playing on the ap- 
paratus under proper supervision. The 
young people will be seen 
playing 


tennis, basket-ball and baseball. The 
older people will be seen playing at 
croquet and 
tennis. 
Many baseball 
sanies will be witnessed here between 
the grade school teams, and between 
the different class teams of the high 
school, and between Newark High and 
visiting teams.

spects, but chiefly for his loving devo- 
ti^n to the Master and His Cause. His 
faithfulness bronght also many trying 
experiences.

erated some of these. He fprved the 
Cause of Christ to Each an extent that 
many thought him unwise, and count- 
ed him a fool. This service b

film stripes, wiiippings, as a disturber 
of the pence—not that he did disturb 
the peace, but that those who opposed 
bis teachings raised a tumult and 
blamed him for it in order to bring 
him into disrepute, hinder his service 
and forward their own interests. This 
at times brought him to prison, too. 
and even close to death's door. 


Nevertheless, he rejoiced in all such 


privileges. He declared that five times 
he received whippings, stripes; once he 
was stoned, and three times he was 
shipwrecked. But none of these things 
moved him from faithfulness to his 
Master, whose servants he had perse- 
cuted before his eyes were opened. 


Then be recounts various perils ex- 


perienced from waters, from robbers, 
from the Jews, from the heathen—in 
the city, in the wilderness, on the sea. 
He winds up the list of perils in the 
words of the text, "Perils amongst 
false brethren.** 


One question which will arise in 


many minds is, "Were these sufferings 
—stripes, perils, etc.—deserved r' If 
asked, the answer would surely be 
that they were not deserved; for St 
Paul was a noble character and bore 
the Message of God's grace in Christ— 
"good tidings of great Joy which shall 
be unto all people,** The next ques- 
tion with some would be, "If his suf- 
ferings were not punishments, what 
were they?" 


We reply that they w-re the aame as 


were the Master's— evMences of his 
loyalty to God and of the darkness of 
the world, which led them to oppose 
him. 
The declaration. "Whosoever 


will Hve godly will suffer persecution," 
was fully exemplified in bis own ex- 
periences and In the Master's, The 
amount of suffering as a reward for 
well-doing marked the measure of loy- 
alty and teal, and the measure of 
hatred and malice aroused by the Ad- 
versary. The answer to the question 
as to why Jesns suffered is the answer 
to all such questions In respect to St 
Paul and all other footstep followers. 


DarkntMM Hatea the Light. 


The Master declared that He stood 


for the principles of light, righteous- 
ness. Truth: while Satan stands for 
the 
reverse—darkness, 
superstition, 


blindness. And so it is with the fol- 
lowers of Jesus. They must all be 
children of the light, must walk In the 
light, must be uncompromising in their 
attitude toward sin and all that is 
wrong. Therefore the world will hate 
them and say all manner of evil 
ajrninst them falsely. 
Tea. men will 


feel that they do God service when 
they slay th* righteous, whether lit- 
erally, «s In Jesus' ca«e and St. Paul's, 
or by ''shooting out nirows. even bit- 
ter words." ss is the more popular 
method of the present time. 


But some one will say. "Ah. times 


have rhaiifirt'd! Today our bishops find 
popes and <\renrher3 are nil reverenced. 
Xo one thinks of persecuting them. 
Rather, nil men speak well of them. 
Any one not spoken well of today rnnst 
be In some way unworthy.** 
How 


•trnnge that we should forget, aod ar- 


inn-tors of Divinity in Jesus* day? 
Were there not priests and chief 
priests and Levites then? And were 
there not Pharisees who made long 
prayers in the Temple? And were 
they not highly spoken of and rever- 
enced? Did they not make broad their 
phylacteries? Did any one think of 
traducing themt Xo! 


But the Master was there, and His 


disciples: and they were not of the 
popular clergy. By their own record 
they were styled "the filth and off- 
scoarinj*; of the earth": and. an thr 
Master said, whoever persecuted then 
thought that they did God service. 
How apt we all are to think of our 
own day as being different from other 
periods! So it was in Jesus' day. As 
He told some of them. "Ye garnish the 
aepuichers of those whom your fath- 
er* slew, yet ye do their works." 
P«- 


Tooay many extoi tte lord and the 
Apostles, and denounce their persecu- 
tors, white they similarly persecute. 


The climax of St Paul's perils, the 


severest of them all, was from false 
brethren. 
How strange that seems! 


One would think that however much 
the heathen or the Jews might hnve 
persecuted him. at least all professed 
followers of Jesus would have thanked 
God for bis example and ministry, and 
have esteemed him. Bnt this was not 
so; and as we look back to the Master 
before him, wf see the same to be 
true. As He declared. "A man's foes 
shall be they of his own household." 


The Master was a Jew. The Jews

without * cause—they that persecuted 
Him—they that said. "He hath a devii 
and Is mad"—they that "took up stones 
to stone Him"—they that finally cruci- 
fied Him. 
"He came onto His own, 


and His own received Him not," except 
a few saintly, elect ones. 


St. Paul also bad persecution from 


the Jews, who repeatedly sought bis 
life. He lived after the establishment 
of the Chnrch. He had also Christian 
brethren, begotten of the Holy Spirit 
and fellow-members of the Body of 
Christ. Jesus had none such. "Of the 
people there were none with Him." 


The Holy Spirit was not given until 


Pentecost: hence .lestis could not re- 
reive Christian persecution. The near- 
est approximation was the rase of 
Judas. 
But if St. Paul enjoyed the 


sweetness of Christina fellowship in 
his study, labors and toils, he also 
knew the bitterness of opposition and 
persecutions from false brethren—the 
Himax of his i>eri!s. We may be sure 
that Mich experiences were more diffi- 
cult for fiiin to Iipnr than any others.

Th* Godly Suffer P«rMcution. 


As we glaure down through this Gos- 


pel Age. from St. Paul's day to the 
present, we find iii.1t nil followers of 
Jesus have had eiporient-es sut h ns Tie 
foretold for th^m—persecutions. 
We 


find that these persecutions have come 
from every quarter, but none, appar- 
ently, more severe, more cruel, more 
perilous, flnn thivse which have come 
from Christian brethren. It is scarcely 
necessary for n< to refer to history to 
demonstrate this fa«-t 
Disputes be- 


tween rijristinr,"! have been very bit- 
ier. Thousands have lort their lives at 
•-*ch other's ha»"l« The word heretic 
'lecame more or-n^von* than any other 
term in the dictionary.

deny the terri!.!<> story of the pages 
of history.

W* hare com* to the tiro* when 


CalrlniMs erect a monument to Berre- 
toa. «xprc«unc diaeent from their treat 
leader'a mtetak* in rautloc a Christian 
brother to be homed. We have com* 
to th« plac« where the "peril* amoncvt 
falce brethren" are of a different kind. 
Xow whatever Jealousies or rivalries 
there may be, either at borne or hi the 
mission fielda, are recocnlzed as Im- 
proper and suppressed, BO far as breth- 
ren connected <rith popular and influen- 
tial bodiea of Christians are concerned. 


But la it not true today that the 


Truth Is unpopular? Has this not al- 
ways been the fact? Is it not true that 
in proportion as the denomination* 
bar« become popular they hare e»cap- 
ed persecution? But woe be to those 
who, as were Jesus and the Apostles, 
are unpopular! If they iudeed escape 
the cross, the guillotine, the rack and 
the facot. they are amenable to other 
means of torture. 
Something can be 


trumped up against their personality. 
Insinuations can be given by word and 
look, and shrug of shoulder. More 
damage can be accomplished In thte 
way than in outward attack. 


Evil-speaking, evil-surmising, slan 


tiers, ambiguous suggestions, etc.—all, 
as torture—can be applied to the fol- 
lowers of Jesus today. And all who 
today take such a course are sharers 
with the malefactors, even though they 
do not indulge in pftjrtical torture Who 
can dispute that sometimes menial tor- 
ture is equally severe? In onr day 
there are other and more refined ways 
of persecuting, torturing, open to false 
brethren, than imprisonment or cruci- 
fixion or burning. 


And what shall we say of the false 


brethren who do such things? And 
how shall we assure ourselves that we 
shall not be of them? Undoubtedly 
the Master Is stillof the same mind 
as St John expressed when he de- 
clared. "Whosoever bateth his brother 
is a murderer, and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding ia 
him." (l John 3:15.) Murderers may 
indeed receive severe stripes, and 
eventually learn better under Mes- 
siah's Kingdom; but no one of a mur- 
derous condition of heart, seeking to 
do evil to u brother, could possibly be 
af suitable character to be a joint-heir 
with his Master in the Kingdom. 


"On« of the Least of These." 


In every time, and now. the spirit 


of persecution naturally would strike 
most prominently certain leading fig- 
ures; nevertheless, even as Jesus' 
words implied, ail lovers of righteous- 
ness :ire to have more or less share in 
such experiences of opposition. 
St 


Paul mentions this, saying'. "Ye en- 
dured a great fight of afflictions; part- 
ly, whilst ye were made a gazing- 
stock * * * and partly whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used." (Hebrews 10:32. 33.) Jesus 
gives us the same thought in His 
declaration tja,it whosoever shall of- 
fend one of the least of these. His 
disciples, it were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about his neck 
rnd he wore drowned in the depths of 
the sea.-Matthew IS:6. 


This, of course, is very hijrhly figura- 


tive languapp. and yet it must have a 
specinl meaning. It must mean that 
the I.ord has a special care over all of 
His cnnspfrated saints: :md that no 
matter h^w poor, how weak, how ig- 
norant, they may be. the very least of 
His followers are supervised, and in- 
jury to the least is punishable. Of 
course, there would still be an awak- 
ening from the dead for the one who 
was drowned in the sea; and so there 
are possibilities of help and recovery 
for those who would stumble the- 
Lord's "little ones." Nevertheless, the 
intimation is that of drastic punish- 
ment This would not mean anything 
like we once supposed—eternal tor- 
ment—but some just recompense of re- 
ward for every evil deed. 


From this standpoint we may readily 


assume that considerable satisfaction 
of Justice is necessary; for surely a 
considerable number of the Lord's 
"iitt!e ones" have suffered persecution. 
And as we have seen, not all of this 
persecution Jies at the door of the 
jrorJd. Much of it lies at the door of
